Why Buller Withdrew. 


Lord Roberts transmitted to the Secretary for 
War Sir Redvers Buller’s own explanation of 
why he withdrew across the Tugela— 


It was necessary, after seizing Vaal Krantz, to entrench 
it as the pivot of further operations, but I found, after 
trying for two days, that owing to the nature of the ground, 
this was not practicable. It was also exposed to fire from 
heavy guns, which were fired from positions by which our 
artillery was dominated. It is essential to troops advancing 
on Ladysmith by Harding or Monger’s Drift to hold Vaal 
Krantz securely, and, accordingly, we are not pressing an 
advance by those roads, as I find we cannot make it secure. 


A report from Durban had it that six thousand 


Boers had crossed the Tugela with the view of | 


outflanking our force. A movement of the enemy 
towards Chieveley was also rumoured. 

The action of the Boers in Zululand is said to 
be creating a feeling of great uneasiness at 
Durban. 

General Joubert’s Gallantry. 

We were informed by Laffan’s Pietermaritz- 
burg Correspondent on. Monday that Major 
Doveton, of the Imperial Light Horse, was 
seriously ill at Ladysmith.

Colonel Baden-Powell has received a com- 
munication from Lord Roberts promising that 
relief shall be sent in afew weeks to Mafeking. 

The last news received from Mafeking was 
dated Jan. 23. Colonel Plumer, whois advancing 
to its relief from the north, was on Feb. 3 twenty 
miles south of Gaberones. 


Bombardment of Kimberley. 

Colonel Kekewich, commanding at Kimberley, 
reported on Feb. 8 that, according to the state- 
ment of a native, a number of Boers had come 
down from Mafeking with a 6-im. gun and some 
quick-firers. The former opened fire on the 
town on Wednesday. The enemy had apparently 
increased in force, and had begun to dig 
trenches at a distance of 4000 yards. 


Lord Roberts Enthusiastically Welcomed 
by the Troops at Modder River. 

Lord Roberts arrived at Modder River on 
Feb. 9, and was enthusiastically cheered by the 
men. Early next morning he visited the camp 
of the Highland Brigade. 

Address to the Highlanders. 

A full account of Lord Roberts’s address to 
the Highland Brigade is given by Laffan’s 
correspondent. He states that the Conmirander- 
in -hief addressed a’ brief speech to each 
battalion. He referred to his past associations

Sir F. Carrington has been designated to a

A Reuter telegram added that Major-General 
Sir H. E. Colvile has becn appointed commander 
in the Ninth Division. Colonel Pole-Carew 
leaves the Ninth Brigade in order to command 
the Guards’ Brigade. He is succeeded by 
Colonel Douglas. 


General French’s Troops, 
particularly the Colonials, continue to distin- 
guish themselves in daring reconnaissances. 
On Saturday last there was another recon- 
naissance ‘from Rensburg, in which the Royal 
Horse Artillery, the Inniskilling Dragoons, and 
the New South Wales Mounted Infantry took 
part. These troops met the enemy in the hills 
near Slingersfontein, shelled them out of their 
position, and cleared the road, enabling a large 
convoy to get through. ; 

A picket of five Victoria Rifles was, however, 
compelled to retire from a post after having 
occupied it for some hours, in consequence of the 
heavy firing of the Boers from an adjacent hill. 
Some six Tasmanians and five of General French’s 
scouts, forming a patrol from Jasfontein, are 
also reported captured, and an Australian corre- 
spondent (Bainbie or Lanibie by name) killed ; 
and another, Hales, was slightly wounded and 
taken prisoner. A 

Our force at Slingersfontein has since been 
obliged to withdraw and fall back on Rensburg, 
our eastern flank being threatened. 

Fighting at Colesberg. 

General Clements reports from Rensburg that 
on Feb. 9 the Boers tried to turn his right flank, 
but they were beaten off and position was main- 
tained. Casualties were small. 

The Eighth Division to Start. 

Orders were received at Aldershot last Tuesday 
for the battalions of the Eighth Division imme- 
diately to draw clothing and equipment on the 
South African scale, and to bring up their estab- 
lishment to war strength by drafts from the 
dépôts. The various staffs recejved notice to join at 
once. The three batteriesof Royal Artillery for the 
division, the 89th, 90th, and 91st, also received 
orders to prepare immediately for active service, 
and they ,are to draw whatever equipment, 
horses, or men they may require from Woolwich. 
The City of Rome, with over 2000 troops, and 
St. Andrew, with 2nd and 44th Field Batteries, 
arrived at Cape Town last Monday.
